“The cause of thé present trouble between 
me and the government is due to the house 
of Abdsadek, governor of Tangier, who is 
now deposed. His yncle and relations have 
held the: governorship of Tangier for gener- 
ations. 

“ Abdsadek and his people have persecu

Glad He Took an American: : 


“ Abdsadek disregarded all the principles 
of our religion in the persecution. You may 
wonder why I took Perdgicaris. Well, for a 
long time I considered the advisability of' 
raiding Tangier and retaliating on the gov- 
ernor, but I saw the difficulty, owing to the 
presence of a large number of foreigners of 
all nations assembled at Tangier. Not wish- 
ing to offend the powers, I decided to come 
to Tangier and carry away some European 
of standing.

RUSSIAN RAID IS ENDED.

“TOKIO, June 19.—The raid of the Russian 
Viadivostok squadron is ended and trans- 
ports have resumed their regular trips be- 
tween Japan, 566 and the Liaotung penin- 
sula. 

The raid cost = three transports, the 
lives of nearly 1,000 men, and a large quan- 
tity of supplies and materia! for the rail- 
roads being constructed in Corea. 


Is Kamimura at Vladivostok? 
Whether or not a portion of Vice Admiral 


Kamimura’s squadron is awaiting the Rus- 
sians off ivostok is a carefully guarded 
secret. Assuming that Vice Admiral Kami- 


mura dispatched some of his vessels to 
Viadivostok when he learned that the Rus- 
sian squadron was off Iki island, these ships 
would have had ample time to arrive there 
ahead of the Russians and will be ready to 
give battle. 

The weather has been foggy and ths con- 
ditions have been against the Japanese. 

Japan had thirteen transports in and near 
the strait of Corea the morning the Sado 
and the Hitaichi were caught.

Either Battle or Suicide. 

The raid of the Viadivostok squadron has 
brought an unwarranted amound of crit- 
icism upon Vice Admiral Kamimura from 
the Japanese, and his failure to catch the 
Russians in the fog off Gensan on the coast 
of Corea, when the Japanese transport 
Kinshiu was sunk on April 26 with a loss 
of about 200 men, has been recalled. Some 
of .hese even declare that if Vice Admiral 
Kamimura fails to c:tch the Russian ves- 
gels before they reach Vladivostok he 
should either resign from the navy or com- 
mit suicide. 

The popular demand for his replacement 
is growing, but the public is without in- 
formation as to the nature of his orders 
or the plans of the naval campaign, 
fails to make allowance for the imitation of

. Hampered by Fog.

Sian warships off Osima, near Tsushima 
wtrait. One hundred and eighty soldiers 
aboard were taken on board the Gromobol. 
The Russian Gromoboi had @ number of 
other prisoners on board. These were 
lined up and compelled to witness the 
sinking of the Izumi. Later they saw the 
destruction of the transport Hitachi. They 
were then put In the hold until 8 o’clock in 
the afternoon of Thursday, June 16, when 
they were examined and twenty-two of them 
were put on @ passing ship near Okino island. 
The Gromobol then steamed northward. 

The squadron disappeared on Saturday off 
Cape Henashi, steering to the north, and it 
has not been reported since. It is assumed 
to be returning to Viadivostok. 

Friday morning two small steamers were 
surrounded by the Russian squadron off 
Fukyiama, isiand of Yezo. After they were 
examined they were released. The Russians 
placed on board coolies from the transport 
Sado Maru, which had previously been 
shelled by the Russians. The Russians 
steamed south at 12:20 p. m. on Saturday.

“BANZAI” A DIPLOMATIC ISSUE. 


Ambassador Cassini Objects to Toast 
Drunk by Americans in New York at 
Request of Japanese Attache. 


Washington, D. C., June 19.—[Special.]— 
Much international importance now sur- 
rounds a brief speech of Commander Isam 
Takahira, naval attaché of the Japanese 
legation, at the sixth annual dinner of the 
American Asiatic association at Sherry’s on 
June 1, when Prince Pu Lun of China was a 
guest. 

Count Cassini, the Russian ‘ambassador 
has called this speech to the attention of 
Secretary Hay as one designed to have an 
ill effect upon the world’s opinion of the 
neutrality of the United States and of China ‘ 
in the Russo-Japanese war. | 

He has requested that the attention of Mr. 
Takahira, the Japanese minister, be called 
to the act of his subordinate. The words of 
Commander Takahira which Has called forth 
these protests were: 

“* We Japanese will win, therefore I simply 
ask you to join me in drinking ‘ Banzai.’ ” 

The. toast was then drunk amid great ap- 
plause, all stated. 

“ Banzai” is Understood to be the 
lent of * Victory for Japan.”

Like Nanshan Hill. 


There is a strong similarity between the 
battle at Nanshan hill, also won by Gen. 


-Oku, and the one at Telissu: At Telissu the 
‘Japanese had to drive the Russians from two 


hills, while at Nanshan the enemy occupied 
one hill. The Russian position at Telissu 
was superior to that of the Japanese and 
equalized the advantage of the Japanese in 
having a larger force. 

The Russian ppsition extended from east 
to west and crossed the narrow valley 
through which run the Foochou river and 
the railway. From their positions on the 
right and left in the high hills which flank 
this valley Gen. Oku drove the Russians 
down into the valley. The Japanese general 
carried first the enemy's right and then his 
left. 
' The fight at the left of his line was the 
most desperate of the day. The Russiars 
held this position with desperate determina- 
tion, and only fled when they were almost 
completely enveloped. The field had been 
disputed all day, and when the Japanese 
reached it 600 of the enemy's dead were 
found there. 


How Jap Advance Began. 
Gen. Oku started from a line marked by 
Pulandien and the Tassa river on June 13. 
His right column moved along the Tassa 


| river, his main column along the railroad, 


and his left column by a road leading 
through Wuchiatun, Suchuankon, and Ta- 
hoal. 

The Japanese cavalry started from Pitse- 
wo over a road leading through Shunzo, and 
the small bodies of Russians opposing this 
advance were brushed away. The left col- 
umn reached Nachialing on June 14, and 
the main, or middle, column, and the right 
column, keeping in touch with each other, 
reached a line between Ghiachiatun and 
Tapingkou, seven and a half miles sovwth of 
Telissu, the same day. 


Opens with Artillery Duel. 

The Russian forces then held a line between 
Tafangshen and Lungwangtiao. The entire 
Japanese line advanced and at 8 o'clock tn the 
afternoon the Japanese artillery opened fire. 
The Russians had ninety-eight guns and they 
replied with spirit until daskness put an end 
to the aftillery duel. — 

During the night of the 14th, under cover 
of darkness, the Japanese right column 
seized a hill between Tsongchiotun and 
Wengchiantung and the middie column occu- 
pied a hill to the west of Tapingkou. 


Wednesday. morning was foggy. The Jap- 


anese center’s artillery opened at 5:80 a fierce 
guel with the Russian left center, north of 
tre Foochow river. After fierce fighting the 
Russians were compelled to fall back slightly. 


Japs Sterm the Heights. 

Meanwhile a detachment of infantry and 
artillery had peen hastening since dawn 
along the Foochow road. At 9:30 o'clock 
this detachment occupied the heights west 
of the Japanese left center, and 
with it despite a galling cannonade from the 
Russian heights, charged through the defiles 


and scaled the hills, driving the Russians | 


from their position at Tafangshen. . . 

While this movement was being carried out 
the Russians flercely attacked the Japanese 
right. It. was necessary to reinforce the 
Japanese right twice from the reserves. 

In the meantime the Japanese right was 
suffering. The Ruesian left had been rein- 
forced until their numbers were greater than 
the opposing Japanese. Gen. Oku was twice 
forced ‘to order up the infantry

They sent 
two companies of infantry and one battery 


| of artillery to a hill east of Hongéhiatun, and 


the Russians were completely trapped. Many 
of the enemy at this point were killed or 
wounded. 

The Russians left 600 dead and wounded in. 
front of the Japanese right. Russian pris- 
oners report that the commander of their 
Grst division was seriously wounded and the 
commander of the first regiment killed. They 
also state that the commander of the army 
corps and of the second and third regiments 
were wounded. 

Gen. Oku, in conclusion, ascribes his vic- 
tory over a hrave foe to the virtue of the 
emperor,

Force and Power Needed. 

In his address President Roosevelt said: 

- A man to emount to anything must be practical. 
He must actually do things, not talk about doing 
them—least of all cavil at.Row they are accom- 
plished by those who aétually go down into the 
arena and actually face ’ 

the sweat, who actually h in the struggle. 
The man must have the force, the power, the will 
to accomplish results; byt he must also have the 
litt toward lofty things which shall make him 
incapable of striving for aught unless that for 
which he strives is something noble and high— 
something well worth striving for. 

I congratulate you that it is your good fortune to 
be engaged in erecting a memoria! to the great 
man who was equal to the great days—to the man 
and the men who showed by their lives that they 
were indeed doers of the word and not hearers 


only. 
Two Names Inseparable. 

After referring to the war for independence 
and the power and strength of national unity, 
the president said: 

There never has been another man whose life 
has been vital to. the republic save Washington and 
Lincoln. I am not here to say anything about 
Lincoln, but*I do not see how any American can 
think of’ either of them without thinking of the 
other, too, because they represent the same work. 
Think how fortunate are we as a.nation. One aft- 
erwards saved the republic without striking down 
“Hberty. Often in history a state has been saved 
and liberty struck down at the same time. 

Lincoln saved the union and lifted the cause of 
liberty higher than before. Washington created 
the republic, rose by statecraft to the highest po- 
sition, and used that-position only for the welfare 
of his fellows and for so rr! his fellows wished 
hi to keep it. | i 
is a good thing that of a great landmarks 


, of our history—Gettyeburg and Valley Forge— 


one should commemorate a single tremendous ef- 
fort, and the other what,we need on the .whole 
much more commonly, and what I think i# on the 
whole more difficult to do—long sustained effort. 
Only men with a touch of the heroic in them could 
have lasted out that three days’ struggle at Gettys- 
burg. Only men fit te rank with the great men 
of all time could have beaten back the mighty 
onslaught of that gallant and wonderful army 
of northern Virginia, whose final, supremg effort 
faded at the stone wall un Cemetery ridge on that 
July day forty-one years ago. 


Patient, Steady Effort Tells. 


But, after all, hard though it fs to rise to the . 
supreme height of self-sacrifice and of effort ata 
time of crisis that is short, to rise to it fora single 
great effort—it is harder yet to rise to the level of a 
crisis when that crisis takes the form of needing 
constant, patient, steady work, Month after month, 
year after year, when, too, it does not end after 
a terrible struggle in a glorious day—when it 
means months of gloom and effort steadfastly en- 
dured and triumph wrested only at the end. 

When two lessons are both indispensable it 
seems hardly worth while to dwell more-:on one 
than on*the other. Yet I think that as a people 
we need more to learn the lesson of Valley Forge 
even than that of Gettysburg. I have not the 
slightest anxiety but that this people, if the need 
should come in the future, will be able to show the 
heroism, the supreme effort that was shown at 
Gettysburg, though it may well be that it would 
need a similar two years of effort checkered by 
disaster to lead up to it. 

But the vital thing for this nation to do is steadily 
to cultivate the quality which Washington and 
those under him so preéminently showed during the 
winter at Valley Forge—the quality of steady ad- 
herence to duty in the teeth of difficulty, in the 
teeth of discouragement and even disaster, the 
quality that makes a man do what is straight and 
decent, not one day when a great crisig comes but 
every day, day in and day out, until success comes 
at the end.

English Gooseberry Ways— | 
GOOSEBERRY WATER ICE.—Cook a 
quart of topped and tailed green gooseber- 
ries with ten ounces or twelve ounces of 
sugar, a strip or two of thinly pared lemon 
rind, and a pint of water, till soft enough to 
sieve; stir into this pulp the juice of a lemon 
and just enough coloring to make it a dell- 
cate green, and freezéas usual, adding a gill 
of maraschino sirup as it is freezing. 
GREEN GOOSEBERRY TART.-~-A most 
excellent sweet, yet one to which full justice 
is om done. Choose a rich, short crust, 
madg_with the yolk of an egg and lemon 
juice, roll it out a quarter of an inch thick, 
then turn the pie dish on to ity-and cut it 
round to this shape, leaving about an inch- 
margin all around for the piled up fruit. 
From the paste left over cut a strip the width 
and length of the dish rim, moisten the dish | 
rim, fit on this strip of paste, pressing it well 
on and fastening the ends neatly. Now fully 
half fill the dish with topped.and tailed 
gooseberries and a stick or soof nice rhubarb 
cut small; then shake in three to four full 
tablespoonfuls of brown sugar, and pile on 
this the rest of the fruit, raising it wef ina 
done shape, and adding about half a gill of 
water, cover, in the usual way, and bake in 
a good oven. A tart made with one anda 
half pounds of bérries and one-half pound 
short paste will take about three-quarters 
of an hour to cook. If. you have not frult 
enough to raise the dome properly, put 
small cup, bottom upwards, in the dish, and 
pile the fruit on this. Unitess this point is 
attended to the paste will fall as the fruit 
shrinks before it. is properly set, and will, in 
consequence, be sodden, heavy, and unap- 
petising. This remark, by the way, applies 
to all fruit pies. 
GREEN GOOSEBERRY, FROZEN.—Top 
and taila quart of green gooseberries and put 
them on with four ounces loaf sugar and 
a short half pint of milk, and stew them 
gently for hdlf an hour. Now rub this all 
through a sieve and stand it on ice, adding 
a little more sugar if needed and a few drops 
of lemon fuice. Just before it is wanted, stir 
to this pulp a pint of stifiy whipped cream 
and freeze till as thickas thick batter. Serve 
with vanilla wafers, either piled up in a 
glass bowl or in cups or wineglasses, putting 
a spoonful of sweetened and flavored cream 
on each. 
GREEN GOOSEBERRY FRITTERS.— 
Make a nice batter with two ounces fine flour, 
sifted with a pinch of salt, the yolks of two 
eggs, two tablespoonfuls each of cream and 
water, and let it stand for at least half an 
hour. Choose large and nearly ripe green 
berries and pick them; beat. the whites of the 
eggs to a stiff froth, mix this lightly into the 
batter, dip the gooseberries in at once, and 
try a golden brown in plenty of hot fat; then 
drain well and serve dusted with sugar. * 
GREEN GOOSEBERRY JELLY.—Stew a 
quart of green gooseberries in a quart of cold 
water with four ounces brown sugar till 
tender, and let it all get cold, when you ré- 
heat it. This turns the juice a faint pink. 
Dissolve one ounce leaf gelatine in a little 
water, add to it four ounces more of brown 
sugar, then put it in the carefully strained 
juice of the fruit (running it once or twice 


clear); mix gently together, pour it into 
a wetted mold and leave till set. Serve 
plain or garnished with whipped cream or 
sweetened egg white. , 


Charming Cherries— 
CHERRY TOAST—Make thin slices of ex- 
tremely dry toast, butter generously; put 
one quart seeded cherries to stew with one 
pound sugar, cook till tender, pour the hot 
fruit and sirup over the toast, and set away 
to cool. Serve with cold whipped cream., As 
good as it is simple. 

PRESERVES—Make a sirup of 5 pounds 
sugar and two cups water; boil until clear. 
Wash, stem, and seed one gallon cherries, 
drop in the sirup and boil thirty minutes; 
skim well. Fill air tight jars, seal, and put 
in acool place. 

CHERRY PICKLE—One quart large cher- 
ries, one-half pint vinegar, one pint sugar, 
twelve whole cloves, small piece mace. Boil 
vinegar, sugar, and spices together five min- 
utes, set away to cool, wipe the cherries dry, 
place in a glass jar, and pour the cold vinegar 
over them. «Seal and keep in”a cool place.

STRAWBERRY SALAD.—Wash and stem 
one quart of strawberries, sugar with pow- 
dered sugar and put in glass bowl. Pour 
over it the strained juice of two oranges and 
one-half cup claret. Let it stand on ice until 
ready to serve. 

STRAWBERRY LAYER CAKE.—One- 
half cup butter, one cup Sugar, three.eggs,, 
two cups flour, one-half cup milk, one meas- 
ure baking powder, six quarts strawberries. 
Beat the yokes of ths eggs well, add the sugar 
and butter, beat in a part of the flour; mix 
in the milk, then add the remaining flour 
with the baking powder sifted in it, and last 
the white of the eggs, beaten stiff. Bake in 
two layers. Spread each layer of cake with 
icing made of one cup powdered sugar and 
the white of one egg. Put the white of an 
egg in a bow! and add the sugar gradually, 
beating with a spoon. Do not beat the egg 
till you begin to add the sugar. Just before 
serving sweeten and partly crugh one quart 
berries, put them on one cake and place the 
other layer on top. ‘ 

STRAWBERRY PICKLE.—Sexyen pounds. 
strawberries, one and one-half pints cider 
vinegar, ,three and one-half pounds brown 
sugar, orie-half ounce cloves, one-half ounce 
cinnamon. Place the strawberries and spices 
in alternate layers in a deep dish; boil the 
sugar and vinegar three minutes and pour 
over the fruit. Next day boll all together 
one-half hour and seal. , 

STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE.—One pint 
flour, one and a half teaspoons baking pow- 
der, one-third-cup butter, one cup sweet milk. 
Mix ingrédients and divide into three equal 
parts; roll out and bakein tin. Spread each 
layer with melted butter and place them one 
on top of the other. Bake twenty minutes; 
when done separate them and return to the 
oven five minutes. Have one quart straw- 
berries mashed and sweetened, and spread 
between the layers, with a generous supply 
poured over the top. 

STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE.—One large 
spoonful butter and lard mixed, three gills 
fleur, one-eighth teaspoon salt. one-half tea- 
spoon baking powder, one-half box strawber- 
ries, one cup granulated sugar, one-half cup 
powdered sugar, milk. - Sift baking powder 
and salt with flour; with the hands work but- — 
ter and lard into flour and use milk enough, 
handling as little as possible, to make a soft 
dough; divide dougly into two parts and roll 
each into a thin cake; butter the top of one 
cake and place the other on it, then putina 
quick oven and bake ten minutes. Tear apart 
and butter well the inside of each part.

STRAWBERRY SAUCE.—One-half cup 
butter beaten to a cream with two cups pow- 
dered sugar.

CUCUMBER SOUFFLE.—Take two table- 
spoons butter and three tablespoons flour and 
mix together over the fire; add oneand three- 
quarter cups milk and stir until thick and 
smooth; season with one teaspoon salt, two 
dashes cayenne, and one scant 
onion -juice, and cook five minutes. Stir in 
one and one-half cups thick cucumber pulp 
prepared by paring, grating, and well drain- 
ing cucumbers, and the yolks of eight eggs, 
and continue*stirring until the mixture be- 
comes thick.

CUCUMBER SOUP.—Skin and clean one 
and one-half pounds halibut, cod or had- 
dock; cut into usual bits and put‘into a 
large saucepan with one-quarter pound ham 
finely chopped, one large cucumber peeled 
and sliced, one small onion, chopped, one 
teaspoon celery seed tied in a bit of muslir, 
and one quart cold water. Simmer two 
hours, strain, and when cold remiove every 
trace of fat. Season andice Peel and slice 
one cucumber, marinate with a little French 
dressing; have ready one cup dried croutons, 
sprinkle with lemon juice. Rub the bottom 
of the tureen with a cut clove of garlic, pour 
in the soup, add the cucumbers, and bread 
and serve quickly. This is a Russian dish. 

SMOTHERED CUCUMBERS.—Pare three 
cucumbers and cut into quarters length- 
wise, trim off the portion containing the 
seeds, and cut the fr flesh into one-half 
inch pieces. In the thick bottomed sauce 
pan put one tablespoon ibutter, one scant 
half teaspoon salt, one-quarter teaspoon

CURRIED CUCUMBERS—Chop fine 
enough cold mutton or veal to measure 
two cups. Season highly with salt and pep- 
per, and one tablespoon onion sauce and one 
egg, well beaten. Pare one-half dozen good 
sized cucumbers, cut in two crosswise, and 
carefully scrape out the seeds. Stuff with 
the forcemeat, packing it well. In a sauce- 
pan put two tablespoons butter and one 
large onion, chopped, and cook slowly till 
brown; add‘one heaping tablespoon flourand 
one teaspoon cu powder and brown again, 
then add gradually two cups good stack. Stir 
until thick and smooth, season to taste, and 
Strain. Arrange the cucumbers In a sauce- 
pan, pour over them the sauce, cover and 
simmer till tender, or about one-half hour.
